Collier Delays Sailioi 
of 
Monitor 


For Manila. 


ISLAND 
STEAMERS 
OFFERED 


Claudlnoand Heloneat Disposal of 
Undo 
Sam-Co- 
uld 
Supply 
Kuol for the Voyage. 


Tho 
U. 8. Monitor 
started out for 
Manila ut 
1 
15 Widnteday, 
but the 
Brutus, her collier, 
did not get away 
until 3:15. 
Something 
went 
wrong 
with tho machinery 
ot tho collier 
so 
that sho was unablo 
to get out until 
that time. 
It was thought tlmt alt 
wus well 
The 
Monterey 
rcmnlned 
off 
tho 
harbdr until tho Brutus got out and 
then "tho 
two, 
tho Monterey 
leading, 
started oft at good speed. 
It was soon 
evident that something 
was wrong for 
tho Brutus began 
to blow oft steam 
and .then, 
later, turned 
about and 
made for the entrance, ot tho channel. 
Tho Monterey 
followed suit nnd at 
C 
o'clock tho two had como to an 
an- 
chor just to tho left of tho entrance. 
to ths channel. 
No5ono 
could 
find 
out 
the exact 
trouble. 
Inquiry aboard 
tho 
U. S. S. 
Mohlran 
brought 
forth 
tho 
reply, 
"Something wrong 
with the Brutus' 
machinery." 
From tho looks ot things 
thero 
Is something 
radically 
wrong 
with her boilers. 


I 
The, Monterey 
and Brutus 
wero to 
have sailed nt 1 p. m. yesterday but at 
about 3:30 p. m. tho latter vessel 
d' 
to tho Mohican 
to tho effect 
that repairs had not yet been complet- 
ed, but that both 
tho Monterey 
and 
tho Brutus would 
sail tills morning 
some lime. 
Grave apprehensions 
aro felt among 
shlpplrjg 
men generally 
here and par- 
ticularly with 
those 
Identified 
with 
steamer lines, over this expedition. 
It 
Is confidently 
predicted that tho Mon- 
terey will do tho bulk of the towing, 
Instead of tho Brutus. 
It Is tho opin- 
ion that in purchasing tho steamer tho 
United 
States Government 
nt 
least 
mndo a bad 
bargain. 
At 
best 
tho 
IlruliiH 
is a cripple. 
Thero aro faults 
iii her machinery 
that would require 
months 
ot work and 
much 
new 
ma- 
terial. 
Then, while sho Is n small coal 
consumer, 
she is very slow. 
Her best 
speed 
with 
tho monitor In tow 
was 
six knots an hour and then the Mon- 
terey was "turning over" her own en- 
gines. 
In steaming off together, tho 
monitor nt all times left the Brutus in 
tho wake. 
Tho Monitor 
Is capable ot 
making right along elovon knots, while 
tlio Brutus can do no better than eight 
at her utmost. 
In all circles hero that 
wero In any way interested there was 
comment 
to tho effect that It was a 
pity such a situation 
had 
developed. 
There Is much at stake. 
Tho Brutus 
Is llkoly to break down nt any time. 
This means great delay, and Includes 
tho rerlous 
possibility 
ot tho loss of 
the Monterey, 
The monitor was ready 
to leave port on Monday evening last. 
A proposal 
was mado to this expe- 
dition that would bavo 'been accepted 
had the commander 
ot tho Monterey 
thought his action would 
meet 
with 
approval at Washington. 
The captain 
hesitated several 
hours over the offer 
submitted 
and finally dccUned it. 
Had 
thero been much moro ot tho delay 
en- 
forced by the inefficiency of tho Brut- 
us, a most rcmarkablo 
or noteworthy 
transaction would havo lcen brought 
about. 
No one but Capt. Leutzo ot tho Mon- 
terey will ever know how nearly thero 
came to being a pair of Inter Island 
steamers In service for Uncle Sam as 
colliers in placo of the lame Brutus.

plan originated with prominent 
men in tho Wilder S. S. Co., Ltd.

was this: 
That the steel steamers Hole.no and 
Claudlno would go to Manila with the 
Monterey as coal bearers, 
would carry

day or night Ut the rato of 200 tons in 
twelve hours, 
Tho Claudlno would be 
ready with her burden by this evening. 
The Helena would follow to tho South- 
ward upon returning from her present 
trip. 

Carlln 
quos-tlpn- 
closely. 
The commander 
was 
surprised, 
lie 
was astonished, 
but 
soon 
becamo 
convinced 
that such a 
contract as suggested 
could 
bo

filled. 
Lieut. Carlln has been In Sa- 
moa. 
Ho was thirteen months In Ho- 
nolulu when the Vandal la was here for 
repairs after saving herself In the hur- 
ricane at Samoa. 
Tho lieutenant knew 
what could bo dono with Hawaiian 
sea- 
men 
In surf boats 
and 
told 
Opt. 


leutzo that undoubtedly 
the represen- 
tations mado could and would bo car- 
ried out to tho letter. 
A gentleman 
whoso utterances 
con- 
cerning stcamboatlng in tho Islands 
generally and particularly In regard to 
tho work ot such 
steamers 
as 
tho 
Claudlno and Helene, spoke ot the out- 
lined undertaking wltli full assurance. 
Ho said that 
tho 
two 
vessels 
could 
carry a net ot moro than 1,000 tons ot 
call for the monitor nnd could make 
tho trip direct to Manila.

water works, 
was taken up and 
re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Commltteo 
to- 
gether with tho majority and minor 
ity 
reports. 
'ino 
committee 
made 
promise to report today. 
Tho name amendment as that Intro 
duced In the Nuuanu 
road 
Item that 
fifty per cent labor shall bo Hawallans, 
Americans 
or .Europeans 
was 
Intro 
duced to apply to all Government 
con 
tracts. 
Minister Damon 
Introduced 
the fol- 
lowing amendment: 
"Tho 
minimum 
wage In all contracts where 
labor 
Is 
employed under this act shall be not 
less than ono dollar per day." 
This 
ho explained was calculated to do away 
with any appearance of discrimination. 
By following 
out such a plan there 
could be no combination 
formed 
for 
the demand 
for moro 
wages. 
Work 
would thus bo Mocked. 
Tho system 
proposed 
was carried out with great 
success In England wbero labor 
rules 
the day. 
iRep. 
Achl 
spoke against 
such 
an 
amendment. 
What about 
tho 
coffoc 
plantations. 
They 
would 
certainly 
have to go to the wall. 
If tho Govern- 
ment was to pay a dollar a day for 
work, labor at a cheaper 
rate could 
not be obtained on the coffer planta- 
tions. 
If the (Minister insisted on tho

ln'g a million dollars for Internal Im- 
provements,

hero for 
the American 
Government 
two of the 
surf boats 
used 
in 
handling 
sugar 
from shore to Island steamers. 
These 
will bo taken with tho collier Urutus, 
now 
In port. 
They will 
bo used 
in 
carrying sacked 
fuel at sea from tho 
collier to the monitor Monterey. 
To man these surf boats, two crews 
of natlvo Hawallans 
havo been signed. 
It was concluded after a careful 
sur- 
vey of the caso, that It would 
bo 
al- 
most impossible 
to secure other men 
who could do tho work. 
Hawallans 
who havo been In tho service of 
lnter-lslan- 
d 
navigation companies 
are 
al 
ready 
fully 
trained 
for 
Just 
such a 
tatrtc as is presented 
and 
tho natives 
of the group 
aro known 
all over the 
world as tho ablest sort of able 
sea- 
men. 
Their skill 
has 
commanded 
a 
premium 
ever since the earliest whal- 
ing times. 
Four of these boats were wauled by 
tho American 
Government, 
font only 
tho two purchased

wounded 
appearing 
spasmed, cally 
through 
tho centuries, 
crystalled

to a IMng forco only In tho middle 
period of this century. 
It was not tlio universities, 
nor the 
platforms, 
nor the churches that point 
ed tho way to tho sites 
upon which 
this Rod Cross Is planted. 
"No creed, 
no nation, 
no sex" 
was a sentiment 
which was strango to men, and was tho 
perilous rationalism of the new think- 
ing.

grand aspirations for the common good 
of all had 
not arrested men's

says "generosity 
is for men, humanity

agrees 
to condone 
International 
Wo aro to incorporate 
In n solemn 
treaty u proviso that a 
nation 
shnll not 
bo called to account 
for 
to long as tho 
was dune for our benefit. Wj 
nro to put ourselves on record ns obey- 
ing the law of nations only when 
It 
pays us to do so, or when wo aro not 
strong enough 
to break 
It with 
Im- 
punity. 
Truly, that 
Is 
tho 
sort 
of 
righteousness 
that exaltcth a nation! 
That Is tho sort of morality that com- 
mends Itself to thoso pure souls who 
tlnk It would bo n wicked thing to do 
an act desired 
by the peoplo of both 
nations." 
Tho question 
of our neutrality will 
ceusn. 
In 
n few 
to 
becomo 
a 
practical 
one. 
Tho law of tho sword 
settles It. 
Tho question 
Is now an 
historical 
one only. 
As wo hnvo said before. It 
la such an Interesting 
one, 
but 
ns 
n community 
wo hnvo regarded 
Is as 
ono of thoso affairs that Involve Intri- 
cate 
moral 
and 
legal 
considerations 
which 
should 
bo treated 
from 
n 
practical 
and not a theoretical 
stand 
point. 
At least somo records

ought 
to bo found, where tho largest stand- 
ing armies 
and navies exist, 
ilut, on 
tho contrary,

whero the 
standing army Is tho smallest 
nnd the 
navy Inferior 
In size. 
And why? 
During tho war with tho Ilrltlsh In 


1S1-- ', 
tho American 
gunners 
were, on 
the whole superior 
to tho Ilrltlsh, ow- 
ing to tho fact that the Napoleonic 
wars 
compelled 
tho 
Ilrltlsh to man 
their ships, through tho cruel 
"prcss-gaug- 
," 
with 
tho rift raff of all 
na- 
tions. 
Tho .American 
seamen 
enmo 
largely 
from tho sturdy Now England 
stock, nnd took n patriotic Interest lti 
tho naval engagements. 
Tho American 
commanders 
wero also 
compelled 
to 
economy 
In 
uso of ammunition. 
Theso causes, among others, made bet- 
ter gunnery 
In tho American 
navy. 


.Moro Important still, tho 
Military 
Academy nt West Point, and tho Naval 
Academy nt Annapolis
